It was about four years ago that 
preparations for wining the Golden 
Gate river-bed claim, near Oroville, 
Cal., were beguo. Natare opposed 
the project, and a flood during the 
winter of 1889-90 washed away the 
big dam aud flume which had cost 
somewhere $100,000 to construct. 
More capital was put in, and last sea- 
son Major Frank McLaughlin and his 
associates were in part rewarded for 
their labors. The result was that an- 
other mining project was organized to 
work a claim just below the Golden 
Gate and one that evidently contained 
just as much treasure. It was called 
the Golden Feather, and British capi- 
talists when appealed to, promptly 
put-uop the money to work this, just 
as they had done for the Golden Gate 
scheme. The work on the two claims 
was done thoroughly. The dam across 
the river above the Golden Gate claim 
is possouness by engineers a remark- 
able piece of work. It is not masonry,

| pointed twenty-three of the first la- 


out of loose rock and peculiarly built. 
All last winter it successfully with- 
stood the fast-flowing current of the 
Feather, which poured over. the top in 
a raging torrent. The water from the 
miniature lake back of the dam has 
now been led into a big flume fifty 
feet wide, running down the ‘river 
bank nearly a mile. From the end of 
the flume the diverted and elvated 
river runs into a canal cut in\the rocky 
bank. at places there walls 
twenty-five feet high, to keep the cur- 
rent Me its course. In thig way the 
mountain river is carried nearly two 
miles and the river-bed is left com- 
paratively dry. Enormous engines 
and pumps are used to draw off the 
seepage water. 

In spite of the torrid heat of mid- 
summer over four hundred men have 
been busy there, and they are now. 
They are performing the preliminary 
work known as ‘‘stripping,’”’ and 
within a fortnight the outlook is that 
d-washing in both mines will begin 
in earnest.
